IN i-AVOR OF THE Y. M. C. A. 


Tna Claim Unit it 
»:a>i Not Ilolrt More 


tliiui 1O Acres in OiHiillon-etl. 


The principal part of yesterday morning's 


session of the circuit court was taken up 
with hearing a case entitled, "Anna Ham- 
sher, et al. vs. William Hamsher, et al. It 
will be remembered that David Hamsher by 
will left tbe greater part of his property to 
the Y. M. C. A. of Decatur, providing how- 
ever, for an annuity to his wife o£ a large 
sum and for one to his father of 8500. Un- 
der the law Mrs. Hamsher could by election 
waive her bequests under the will and take 
one-half of all the properly. That she did 
In this case. 


William Hamsher, father of the testator, 


by his attorneys, Bunn & Park, filed a cross 
bill in the case alleging that the Y. M. C. A. 
could not hold more than IU acres of real 
estate, and as a large part of Hamster's 
property was in land, it could not come In- 
to possession of it. The state law does say 
that corporations "formed for purposes of 
religious worship" cannot acquire and hold 
more than 10 acres of land. 


They set up that the Y. M. C. A. was a 


religious organization, formed for holding 
meetings, and that it had been engaged for 
some time past is "singing gospel hyms and 
prayiiig." Also that "It controlled, or as- 
sumed to control, the consciences and relig- 
ious convictions of its members/' 


The Y. M. C. A. was represented in court 


by Mills Bros, and W. C. Outten. They put 
in an answer that apparently knocked out 
the objections of William E. Hamsher on 
three different scores. They replied that 
the association did not come within the sec- 
,ion of the law referred to by the complain- 
ants, and showed that it was incorporated 
under an entirely different section relat- 
ing to "organizations formed not for pecun- 
iary profit." They showed that the fact of 
.ho association being partly religious in its 
nature did not bring it within the 10 acre 
limitation, because that applied solely to or- 
ganizations formed for "purposes of re- 
ligious worship," which the association is 
not, as may be shown by its charter. 


The association's attorneys also pointed 


to the well settled and acknowledged fact 
n law that where a devisee has accepted 
one of the provisions of a will favorable to 
limself he cannot seek to call in question 
or modify other provisions that may not be 
'avorable. Mr. Hamster has accepted his 
bequest of 850 a month, and thereby as- 
sented to the disposition of tbe property ac- 
jording to David Hamster's will. 


Finally the Messrs. Mills and Outten set 


ip that in the casa of such corporations as 
.he Y. M. 0. A., the state alone can inler- 
:ere with its actions or business affairs, and 
10 individual can do so. 


All the positions of the association's attor- 


neys wore fortified by late decisions in the 
United States Supreme Com}, in exactly 
parallel cases. One was the ease of the 
resbyterian board of missions, where it 
vas claimed it could not by reason of being 
t religious organization, acduire property in 
excess of a certain amount. 


Judge Vail decided that the will of David 


Hamster should hold good and that the as- 
iociation could acquire- the property. 
The 


•ase was then advanced further to the ap- 
loiutment of commissioners to appraise the. 
.irouerty and see if can be partitioned, 
fliey will probably report to-day. 
How- 


ver, the Y. M. C. A. cannot come into pos- 
ition of its half of the property until after 
he death of William llamsher.
